This last factor was as decisive in 
causing the collapse of the UAR as it 
was in its creation. Nasser, as his latest 
pronouncements show, was aware of the 
dangers and the difficulties inherent in 
the union which he was about to pro- 
claim; but he went ahead with it, evi- 
dently staking everything on the suppo- 
sition that the annexation of Syria was 
only a beginning, and that Lebanon. Jor- 
dan and Iraq would inevitably—and soon 
—be brought in. 7 

It is on this miscalculation, and not as 
a result of the “great popular pressure” 
brought to bear on him by the Syrians, 
that Nasser decided to take the plunge 
back in 1958. There is thus a very valid 
sense in which the real end of the "'AR 
came not in September, 1961, but as early 
as July, 1958, when the revolution in Iraq 
and the Nasserist uprising in Lebanon 
made it clear that neither of these tw> 
countries was willing to follow Syria's 
example.

masses, simply refuse to surrender their 
nationai identity for what, after all, is 
no more than a textbook doctrine. Con- 
sidering the enormity and force of the 
disillusionment, it is not surprising that 
the Damascus separatists, as well as the 
rulers of almost every other Arab coun- 
try, should try to hide it under a cioak 
of disappointment with Nasser and his 
methods rather than publicly wash their 
hands of an ideal which for many years 
has been dominant in Arab politics. 

The truth is that Arab nationalism is 
just entering a new phase; but it is not 
the final one. Experiments will continue 
to be made, though they will be less 
ambitious and rather less noisy — and 
perhaps without Egypt im the picture. 
Should these experiments also founder 
on the rock of local interests, the idea 
of Pan-Arabism may be discarded alto- 
gether and a kind of loose federation 
something like a strengthened 
Arab League. But such conjeetures really 
belong to a distant future.
